and not Disbanded as afozcſaid, which are not under Ympziſonment, oꝛ other legal reſtraint, 
do on oꝛ befoze the Nineteenth day of this moneth of April, depart ont of the ſaid Cities of 
London and Weſtminſter, and the Ziberties thereot And We do hereby charge and require 
them, and every ol them, not being under Impꝛilonment oꝛ legal reſtraint at the time of the 
publitation hereof, to depart acrozdingly, and not to return again, noꝛꝝ come within Twenty 
miles of the ſame Our Cities of London and Weſtminſter, oy either of them, from that tine 
until after the Twentieth day of May next enſning : And herein We ſhall expect from I 
perſons concerned, a due and punctual ſubmiſſion and con ty at their perils, and upon pam 
of Dur high diſpleaſure 2 Willing and Commanding all Dur Officers and Piniſters toap- 
pꝛehend and ſeize the perſons of all ſuch as ſhall be found Dffenders, by not departing at the 
time befoze limited, and them to bzing befoze the Lozds of Our Pzivy Councel, to be furt 
p2occeded againlt fo2 their contempts, accozding to Juſtite.
